+ (N.C. D.. News.) 

Tf the judgment of the Supreme Court 
with regard, to the Wu-shih-shan affair be 
one in which neither party can claim. tha 
honours of -victory, it has at least the merit 
of being consonant with common sense, 
Our own view, that it was essentially a casa 
for compromise, has been borne. out by the 
finding of the Court, and as the result must 
eventually be the removal of the Mission, 
which can scaréely. continue to hold the 
ground on the uncertain tenure defined in 
the judgment, it is much to be regretted 
that the managers did not adopt this certain- 


ore Chriatian-like mannerof settling the 


ifficulty. At the same" time, while urging 
this view, we are not of the number of those 
who would hold that a Missionary or a 
Missionary body is without justification in 
appealing to a Court of law.

THE TOLERATON CLAUSES IN THE 
TREATIES, 

The following valuablo historical arlicle 
‘rom Dr Williama, to which we refer in our 
local columns as giving an interesting 
raeoount of the introduction of the ‘clauses’ 
tolérating Chriathanity into the Treatles of 


foreign nations with China, app:ars in the 
Chinese Recorder :— 


The first recogaition of the Christian 
faith by the Chinese Government in modern 
times was obtained by M. de Legrené the 
french Plenipotentiary; and is contained in 
a rescript fromthe Throne, dated Decem- 
ber 28:h, 1844, and inserted in the Chinese 
Repository, Vol. XIV, pages 195-199. ‘It 
is not necessary for the present purpose to 
do more,than refer to it; for, during the 
fourteen years it had been on record, so far 
as I know, no one had derived any: protec- 
tion or advantage in mission work from it. 
Such resoripts are usually regarded by | 
Chinese cflicera as of lodal and temporary 
authority and influence. 

The Rassian Treity was the. fret which 
was signed in. 1858, and the eighth article 
contained permission for Christian mission- 
aries to propagate Christianity among the 
Chinese, and travel in-the interior for that 
purpose, but involved governmental and 
consular interference by limiting -their 
number and requiring passports, A copy. 
of the Chinese text was: obtained on the 
14th of June, the day after the treaty was 
signed, and a modified article drawn up to 
take the place of the one in the draft of the 
treaty. ‘The term for Protestants as well 
as Catholics was inserted ; and all reference 
to ‘passports, and limitation of numbers 
omitted. This article was discussed in all- 
its bearings, as the deputies with whom I 
was engaged brought forward their objec-

DRESS IN AMATEUR THEATRICALS, 
Stage dressing is an art of itself, an ‘art 


of much importance and no small diffioulty; |. - 


many great actresses arc wonderfully bad 
dressers-;-many--more- commit the oddest. 
mistakes in costume, mistakes seeming to 
arise from a want of thought. I remember 
seeing a lady, by many esteemed the ei 
of modern comedy, as Pauline in the ‘ Lady 
of Lyons.” - Now, Pauline arrives at Mel- 
notte’s cottage in her wedding robes of white 
satin and lace; Ido not complain of this, 


‘though I consider it morally certain that 


Mme. Melnotte, née Deschapelles, would 
have changed her bridal attire for a travell- 
ing dress, But let that pass: what I wish 
to observe is, that Pauline brings no boxes 
with her to the cottage ; nevertheless, in the 
ext act, she came down in afresh white 
muslin, adorned with the smartest of pink 
embroidered sashes. Where she got that 
dress has always been an abstruse mystery 
to my mind, for the widow Melnotte’s 
wardrobe was hardly likely to have furnish- 
ed auch a toilette; of course, the dramatic 
unlikelihood of Pauline’s changing her dress 
must not be taken into consideration. An- 
other instance of incongruity of costume 
was furnished: by the young lady who, 
some time ago, played the heroine in the 
‘‘Shaughraun,” and who, though she was 
not supposed to possess a horse, regarded a 
riding Paik with its accessories as the most 
convenient and suitable garb in which to 
take a long rambling walk over the moun- 
tains; I always thought she must have 
found the skirt terribly in her way. 

Yet it isnot always sufficient for a lady 
to dress for a drawing-room” part exactly 
as.she would for_ofternoon_tea_in her own. 
drawing room, any ‘more than it would do 
for her to apeak on the amateur stage in her 
natural low tone of voice, or to express no 
more passion or feeling than she would in 
ordinary life. A clever critic has written 
on this point far better than I can, and I 
will avail myself of his remarks: “It is 
a mistake to suppose that the every-day 
delivery customary off the stage is sufficient. 
It should be remembered that a play is an 
arbitary solection of the most offective bits, 
both of action as well as of speech, brought 
together within a brief time, all the dead 
level of life being as it were cut away, and 
only the essential left.” 

Now this apvlies to stage dress as well as 
to acting itselt. ‘The-dress should be,.as it 
were, pointed, aiding the expression of the 
part. This is what is meant by dressing in 
character, and it is by no means. an easy 
thing to do. "Sometimes, indeed, an actor or 
actress'is “helped or hindered in this matter 
‘by stege tradition, A Tilburing must. be 
made in white gatin; her confidante in white 
dimity ; and often these uuwritten sumptuary 
Jaws have so much power, that when an 
aotor breaks them, as Mr. Irving did lately 
-by wearing a velvet shooting coat instead of 
the conventional: and ‘hideous - blouse as. 
Claude Melnotte, the minds of: the critics 
‘are as much exercised by the innovation as 
by anew reading of the part itself. - : 

Long experience, however, usually teaches 
the professional actor what dress ‘will really 
niost suggest the character to his audience ; 
and “so it_often happens that these con- 
ventional rules as to costume are prompted 
by some innate truth or propriety of feelings 
Nothing can be more conventional: or in 
better taste than the traditional white muslin 
of the tngénue: there is a grace and freshness | 
about it which never wearios—espocially in 
adrama of the last century, when its simpli~ 
city contrasts with the rich velvets and 
brocades of the period. Res aes

The parcels may be wholly 
closed if they bear this special eudorac- - 
ment, PaRoel, CONTAINING NO LETTER, but 
apy patcel may ke oponed by direction of 
the Postmaster General. 

2, The following cannot be transmitted : 
Parcels insufficiently packed or protected, 
or liable to be crushed (aa bandboxes, 
&e.) Glass, Liquide, Explosive substarces, 
Matches, Indigo, Dyestuffs, Ice, Meat, 
Fish, Game, Fruit, Vegetables, or whatever 
is dangerous tothe Mails, or likely to be- 
come offensive or injurious in transit. — 

8. Parcels will as a general rule be for- 
warded by Private Ship, not by Contract 
Mail Packet. The Post Office reserves the 
right of selecting the opportunity for trans- 
mission, and of delaying delivery in case 
the number of parcels is such as to retard 
other correspondence. No responsibility 
is accepted with regard to any parcel, but 
the system of Registration will secure the 
senders againat any but a very remote pro-~ 
bability of loss.

The Post Office is not, by law, responsible 
for apy loss or inconvenience which may 
arise from the non-delifery, mis-aending, 
or mis-delivery of apy letter, book, or other 
postal packet (even if the packet be re- 
gistered), nor is the Post Office responsible 
for any injury which a packet may sustain 
during its transmission. 

To guard against such injury all postal 
packets which are likely to suffer from 
stamping or from great pressure should be 
placed iit stro . i i 
precaution no fragile article should be sent 
through the Post, It should be remembered 
that every packet bas to be handled several 
times ; that it is exposed to cou siderable 
pressure and friction in the mail bag ; drid 
that, whenever the bag has in the course of 
its (ranemlssion to be transferred by means 
of the railway apparatus, the risk of injury 
ie much increased, 

No information can be given respecting 
letters which pass through a Post Office 
except to the persons to whom they are 
addressed ; and in no otber way is official 
information of a private character allowed 
to be made public. ° A Postmaster may, 
however, give an address if he has no reason 
to believe that the pereon whose address it 
ia would disapprove of bis doing so. 

Postmastere are not allowed to return apy 
lettor or other packet to the writer or sender, 
or to any one else, or to delay forwarding 
it to its destination according to the address, 
even though a request to such effect be 
written thereon. 

Poatmastera are not bound to give change, 
nor are they:anthorised to demand change ; 
and when money is paid at a Post Oftice, 
whether as ollange or otherwise, 00 que. stion 
as to its right. am: unt, goodness, or weight 
can be entertained after it has been removed 
from the counter. a 

Postmastera are not bound to weigh any 
letters or other packets for the public; but 
they may do so if their duty be not thereby. 
impeded. 

The practice of sealing letters passing to 
and from the East and West Indiss, and. 
other countries with hot climates, with wax 
(except such as. is specially prepared), is 
attended with much inconvenionce, and 
frequently with serious injury, not only to 
the letters so sealed but to the other lettera 
in the mail, from the melting of the wax and 
adhesion of the Jetters to each other. The 

ublic are therefore recommended, in all 
puch cases, to uso either wafers or gum, and 
to advize their corresporionts in the coun- 
tries referred to, to do the same. .

(including commission) in cheque, postage 
stamps, or other equivalent of cash, and a 
little margin should be left for variations 
of exchauge. The Postmaster issues the 
order, sends it on in the envelope, and 


transmission much more secure, inasmuch 
as, under ordinary circumstances, & regis- 
tered packet can be traced through its whole 
course ; and thus the loss of a registered 
packet is very rare occurrence. Neverthe- 
lesa large sums of money or other articles 
of great value should not be sent through 
the post, even if the po be registered; as 
the machinery of the Department is not 
arranged with a view to such transmission. 
By law, the Post Office is not re:ponsible 
for the safe delivery. of registered packets ; 
though any officer who may neglect his 
duty on this point will be called to: atrict 
account. Sentin unregistered letters, valu- 
able articles are exposed to risk, and offer a 
temptation which ought not.to be created ; 
and the Department cannot in any way 
undertake the safe conveyance of such 
packets, All iniand - or colonial letters, 
therefore; which contain coin, and all 
inland letters. which contain watches or 
jewellery, even though théy be pcsted 
without registration, t 
ed, and charged on delivery with a double 
registration fee of eightpence in addition to 
the ordinary postage ;. and any such letters
